So you've connected to a full service BBS (FSBBS)? Feel lost? 
Can't figure out what to do? Let's ty rectifying some of that 


Above all else, you need to know that you can't break the 
FSBBS via your keyboard. But if you get mad when you can't 
get something to work you can break your own terminal, s0 be 
careful, but not afraid! 


For now, connect to the FSBBS that you have the best signal 
from. I'm going to use WORA on 145.03 MHz for this session, 
So I'l type in: 


C WORA and press ENTER, 


You'l see a welcome screen and some additional info. You'll 
be notified if anyone has sent mail to you, The last line you see 
is called the BBS prompt. It tells you that i's waiting for your 
command. This same prompt will always be displayed any time 
the BBS is waiting for your command 


(Most BBSs use the B or BYE command to exit the BBS 
‘That's all you have to do to get disconnected.) 


Reading the mail. One of the first things most folks do on a 
FSBBS is to sce what messages other people have sent to 
everyone. You will find out fast that the FSBBS is a great place 
hear from opinionated hams and a great place 10 shop for used 
gear. To see a sample list of messages on the FSBBS, type in: 


LL 10 and press ENTER. 


transmitted from the BBS, and (4) if you wait until everyone 
else is in bed, then no one else will know who tied up the 
frequency all night. 


Here are some of the different LIST commands you'll find on 
many FSBBSs: 


L. This is the generic LIST command. It will list all current 
‘messages on the BBS.that are not private messages. It will 
list only the messages that are new since you last issued the 
LIST command, 


LL 10 (LLnn ) This will list the last 10 messages, In general 
put in a number instead of 10 for the number of messages 
that you want to read, 


1. 3000- (L nn-) ‘This will fist all current messages with a 
‘message number equal to or greater than the number you 
type in. Don't puta space in front of the hyphen, 


L 3000-3050 ( L. nn-mm ). This will list all current messages 
‘with message numbers in the range of 3000 through 3050, 
inclusive. Type in the lowest message number followed by 
a hyphen followed by the highest number. Again, no spaces 
near the hyphen, 


L> WB7WHT ( L> callsign or group ) This LIST command 
and the next command are similar, ‘The difference is the 
direction of the symbol. Here, the GREATER THAN sign 
points to the right. It points TOWARD the callsign. So use 
this command if you want to list the messages that are 
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‘This command will list the last 10 messages (the most current 
10 messages) on the FSBBS, I'l cover some of the different 
variations on the LIST command later.You'll see a list of 
‘messages that looks something like what's shown in the box. 


So what is all of this? ‘The first column is the number of the 
‘message on the BBS, You use this number to read the message 
by typing in "R 82860". You can read multiple messages by 
typing in "R 82860 82861 82862". The "Dim' column shows 
the number of bytes in the message. The “To", "@BBS", and 
From’ columns display the originating callsign, the BBS(s) to 
which the message is sent, and the callsign or group to which 
the message is addressed. More on the "TS" column later. 


(On many systems you can type in "SR" after reading a message 
to send an immediate reply to the sending station, 


Variations on the LIST command. There are many ways you 
‘can list the messages on the FSBBS. You don't have to look 
‘through all of them to find the one you want. Of course, if you 
Want to, is not going to hurt anything to list out 3,000 
messages. HOWEVER, you might want to try it when everyone 
else has gone to bed. Why? Well, (1) i fl take all night, (2) if 
the frequency is already busy with other packet stuff, the BBS 
‘may automatically disconnect you if too much time passes 
between packets, (3) if the frequency is already busy, others 
using the frequency will experience longer waits as your list is 


if you are looking for messages 
sent to a group, such as AMSAT. All messages addressed 10 
AMSAT will be displayed. 


L< WB7WHT ( L< callsign or group ) This form is the 
opposite of the preceding command. Note the LESS THAN 
sign points AWAY FROM the callsign, This lists all 
messages FROM the callsign. If you want to list all 
‘messages that you have sent, then use your callsign. 


L@ ARES (L@ callsign or group ) If you note in the listing 
‘of messages, there is a column for BBSs. Hams use this 
‘column to send a message to the addressee at a specific BBS 
‘of to groups of hams at many BBSs. Use this form of the 
LIST command to sce all messages that have been addressed 
to a certain BBS callsign or to a group of BBSs, The most 
common groups are ALLUS and WW. Hams can send 
‘messages all over the US (ALLUS) or worldwide (WW) 
using these groups. 

LS text This is a powerful search function, You can search 
through all of the message comments to find any word or 
phrase. Substitute the word or phrase you want to find in 
place of the text", To find a list of the swap lists on this 
BBS, type in "LS SWAP" and press ENTER,
